New York, April 2#—R. G. Dun 
& Co.’s weekly review of trade to-

strengthening influence of a broader 
foreign demand. Manufacutrers con- 


tinue vigorously preparing for future | 


activity, the only idle machinery is 
reported at footwear factories, where 
spring deliveries are about finished, 
and full contracts have not yet arriv- 
ed freely. A few small strikes are 
also interrupting manufacturers but 
in the aggregate a very limited part
